Evolution and This War 


Europe’s conflagration has been 
traced to its source in a recent book. 
Dr. Jacques Martin Barzun, Assistant 
Professor of History at Columbia Uni- 
versity, in his “Darwin, Marx, Wagner,” 
points out that “the Nazis have simply 
carried to its logical limit an idea that 
is shared in some degree throughout 
Western civilization — the fatalistic idea 
that evolution and progress are the re- 
sult of the survival of the fittest in a 
struggle to the death for life.” In a 
long review of this book Time (June 
16) emphasizes significant facts. Dr. 
Barzun dates our present troubles from 
1859, when Charles Darwin published 
his “Origin of Species,” Karl Marx pub- 
lished his “Critique of Political Econ- 
omy,” Richard Wagner (German com- 
poser and poet) finished “Tristan und 
Isolde.” “These three were the intel- 
lectual forebears of Lenin, Hitler, Musso- 
lini.” “Paganism, streamlined and arro- 
gant, has reconquered more of Europe, 
than it has held for a thousand years,” 
says Time. “Yet even among Christians, 
few people think of World War II asa

religious war—Europe’s greatest since 
the Franks beat back the Saracens at 
Tours. This oversight and the pagan 
success have a common cause.” “The 
ordinary educated man of today sees no 
third choice between the ‘scientific ideas’ 
of the late 19th century and the ‘ob- 
scurantism and superstition of the Mid- 
dle Ages,’” in the words of Dr. Barzun. 
The reviewer adds, “Tell such a man 
that you are not a Darwinian, and he 
will usually conclude that you must be 
a Fundamentalist,’—a likely conclu- 
sion, and one of which Fundamentalists 
are not ashamed. The Fundamentalists 
have known all along that almost the 
whole world has been set on fire by the 
train of inflammable material laid by 
these enemies of God, Darwin and Marx, 
not only in our political institutions, but 
in our schools, colleges, and churches. 
It is too late to lay the charge of arson 
at their door, probably too late for men 
to put out the fire. But the Bright and 
Morning Star shines through the gloom, 
and many signs seem to show that it 
may not be long before the Lord re- 
turns for His Church,

defense may be required, but far more 
important and essential is it for us first 
of'all humbly to acknowledge that God 
is still the ruler of the universe, and 
with Him is all might and power, and 
without His blessing our armaments are 
powerless. “Behold, the nations are as 
a drop of a bucket, and are counted 
as the small dust of the balance: behold, 
he taketh up the isles as a very little 
thing” (Isa. 40:15). Bombers, destroyers, 
and guns may be helpful and necessary, 
terrible as it seems, in thrusting back 
the enemy, but there is a mightier and 
more sure defense: the power of the 
God of battles. 

It is with His armor, the armor of 
the Lord of hosts, that we must be 
equipped, even as Paul goes on to say: 
“Put on the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil. For we wrestle, not 
against flesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
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against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” 

It may not be generally recognized 
that even this war, which is now en- 
grossing our attention, is indeed a war- 
fare not only against flesh and blood, 
but a spiritual warfare against the very 
powers of darkness. Have not those 
now riding high on the waves of suc- 
cess and power by their very words 
and deeds and lives denied and defied 
the living God? This is what makes it 
important that we, a so-called Christian 
nation, should courageously take our 
stand against all that such powers repre- 
sent,—the substitution of allegiance to 
the Most High for a godless pattern for 
living. 

What is this armor of God which we 
are commanded to put on? Paul is very 
specific. “Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth.” God’s 
“truth shall be thy shield and buckler,” 
the Psalmist tells us. “And ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free,” says the Apostle John. “Truth 
came by Jesus Christ.” “I am... the 
truth,” our Lord says. 

Having girded ourselves with truth, 
we must have on also “the breastplate 
of righteousness.” This might seem to 
us a discouraging requirement, knowing, 
as we do, that there is no righteousness 
in us; but the Lord is our righteousness, 
and “Christ Jesus ... is made unto us 

. righteousness.” So we can in faith 
appropriate this great gift of God to us, 
and using it as a breastplate, protect our 
hearts from the shafts of the enemy. 

We should be well shod, if our feet 
are not to stumble or be caught in the 
traps the enemy sets for us. What bet- 
ter defense can we have than, as the 
apostle suggests, to be “shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace”? 
Repentance from sin is necessary before 
the Gospel can enter the heart, nor can 
any triumph of victory with longed-for 
peace come, except through the Prince 
of Peace and His Gospel. 

“Above all,” the admonition continues, 
“taking the shield of faith, wherewith 
ye shall be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked.” Without faith in 
our great Conqueror, how can we expect 
to be led through Him to vietory? Faith 
is our universal, never-failing defense, 
to turn aside the darts of temptation 
which seek from every* side to pierce 
our armor. “This is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith” 
(1 John 5:4). The shield of faith is 
the most important part of our armor. 

Our heads, too, must be well pro- 
tected. “Take the helmet of salvation,” 
or, as Paul says again in 1 Thessalonians 
5:8, “for an helmet, the hope of salva- 
tion.” The hope of salvation through 
our Lord Jesus Christ brings unfailing 
comfort to the believer, weary, perhaps, 
with his warfare against the enemy, and 
keeps his mind stayed on God, and his 
heart filled with trustful rejoicing. 

In addition, there is given to us to 
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complete our armor a very powerful 
weapon, “the sword of the Spirit, which 
is the word of God.” 
God is quick, and powerful, and sharper 
than any twoedged sword” (Heb. 4:12). 
With such a weapon we can wage an 
aggressive warfare.

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Three Sons eal Their Christian Mother 


Reaping a rich harvest from the Seed sown early in young hearts

Olson’s three boys are ministers, — 

one in Brazil, another in Venezuela, 
and the youngest in Wisconsin. During 
one of my frequent visits at her home 
l obtained the secret of her success as 
a Christian mother. 

Mrs. Olson took seriously the respon- 
sibility of motherhood and determined 
to use every means possible to rear her 
children in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord. She believes that although 
the Sunday school and church play a 
very important part in the development 
of Christian character, the real training 
must be in the home. In her own 
words: 


I' IS not by chance that Mother 


The Parents’ Responsibility 

‘It is useless for parents to think that 
Sunday school teachers and ministers 
should educate children for the Chris- 
tian life. It is the parents’ responsibility 
to train their children. If you plant 
corn, you get corn; if you don’t plant 
anything, you get weeds. When you 
plant in a field, sometimes drought de- 
stroys the crop or birds take away the 


seed. But when you sow in children’s 


hearts, you are sure of a crop.” 

The time to sow seed is in the spring, 
90 while her children were infants and 
still playing on the floor with little 
wagons and picture books, their mother 
purchased for them a large family 
Bible, profusely illustrated. Wisely, — al- 
though they were not yet old enough 
to read, —_she knew that the Bible pic- 
tures would have an abiding influence 
in their lives and would stamp them- 
selves upon their hearts at that impres- 
sionable age. 

Many times the children lay on the 
floor, poring over the pictures in “God’s 
Book”—-Adam and Eve in the garden, 
David slaying the lion, the Child Jesus 
in the Temple. In the midst of her 
many home duties, Mother Olson often 
looked through the door and watched 
the little fellows solemnly turning the 
pages of the Bible and carefully per- 
wing their contents. Their clumsy lit- 
lle fingers tore many of the pages, but 
Mother Olson said, “I didn’t care if the 
Bible was torn, as long as I could be 
assured that their souls would be 
whole.” Whenever she could take the 
time to do so, she told them the stories 
of the pictures. “Mamma, tell us about 
the little boy who is throwing a stone 
at the big giant.” So over and over, the 
boys heard the wonderful deeds of the 
lord’s heroes. When Lawrence, the 
‘ldest of the three, became a young man, 


So much is said in these days of the 
breakdown of the Christian home, 
that it is a relief and joy to see the 
inside picture of one that has not 
broken down. And it is good to re- 
member, also, that there are still

he told his mother that the pictures 
“entered into his soul” and impressed 
him very deeply. 

As the boys grew older, their mother 
began to hold family worship, reading 
the Bible to them, praying with them, 
and teaching them to pray. At times 
when it seemed difficult to hold the at- 
tention of her lively brood, she read to 
them during mealtime when they would 
be compelled to listen or go without 
their breakfast or supper. Early in their 
youth, she taught them to tithe, and out 
of every dime they received, they gave 
one penny to Jesus. 


All the Family in Sunday School 


Mrs. Olson was a farm mother and 
regularly sent her children to the coun- 
try Sunday school. It was a familiar 
sight on Sunday mornings to see Father 
Olson riding his bicycle with little 
Lawrence perched on the handle bars, 
going to Sunday school. When the family 
increased, they bought a carriage, and 
every Sunday “Old Dobbin” faithfully 
took the lads to the Lord’s house. 

After the boys had learned how to 
read Mrs. Olson secured missionary 
books and encouraged them to read the 
stories and lives of missionary heroes. 
It is not surprising that two of her sons 
are now missionaries in South America. 
There were no questionable books or 
periodicals to be found in Mrs. Olson’s 
library. She also refused to permit her 
sons to attend places of worldly amuse- 
ment. Even though they objected to 
her apparently severe dealings with 
them and wondered why they “couldn’t 
be like other boys,” she maintained her 
discipline. But today they understand, 
and one of her sons wrote an article 
entitled “The Heritage of a Christian 


Mother,” telling of his appreciation of 
his mother’s careful supervision over his 
life. 

Not being content with merely teach- 
ing the boys, Mother Olson sought means 
to equip herself more fully for the of- 
fice of motherhood. She read a chapter 
a day in the book “Children for Christ,” 
by Andrew Murray (now apparently 
out of print), and prayed over it. The 
reading of this little volume was a great 
encouragement to her faith and incen- 
tive to pray and continue sowing seed 
in the fertile soil of those innocent 
hearts. Of the book Mrs, Olson says: 
“Every Christian mother ought to have 
a copy of this book. The reading of 
it produces real faith in regard to our 
children.” One of her sons has taken 
the book with him to South America 
and is now reading it himself, desiring 
to follow his mother’s example in the 
training of his own children. 

This diligent mother left no stone un- 
turned in her determination faithfully 
to fulfill her duty toward her children. 
She took up a Bible study about “God’s 
Provision for the Family,” lcoking Zor 
Scriptures, noting them on paper, and 
claiming the promises in her prayers. 
In this way she was able to pray in 
faith, for had not God promised if she 
brought up her children in the way 
they should go, that when they grew 
old they would not depart from it? 

All of the above were valuable ele- 
ments in the rearing of her children, but 
the most important was her prayer for 
them which “rose like a fountain night 
and day.” As soon as they became of 
school age, this godly mother made a 
covenant with the Lord t> pray one 
hour a week for cach child. During 
their high school years, because she re- 
alized the youths were in danger of im- 
bibing a spirit that would not be con- 
ducive to spiritual growth, Mrs. Olson 
met with another Christian mother and 
together they prayed for their children. 


The Prayer of Faith 


One of the promises Mother Olson used 
much in connection with her prayer 
was: “But thou, when thou prayest, 
enter into they closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall reward thee openly” 
(Matt. 6:6). Surely this mother was 
rewarded openly, and is still reaping 
her reward when she reads letters from 
her sons, now miles apart, diligent in 
the service of the Lord.

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When Will Revival Come?

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to be able to produce revival, not even 
by his fervent prayer, and certainly not 
by trying to imitate certain outward 
manifestations through which previous 
seasons of revival’ blessing have come. 
In the truest sense, revival prayer must 
be in the words of Habakkuk (3:2), “O 
Lord, revive thy work.” The heart of 
the New Covenant is that God worketh 
in us for our sanctification and our serv- 
ice. It is His work in us that we long 
to have revived. When we honestly, 
really, want His work in our lives, noth- 
ing else, nothing more, nothing less, then 
we can pray for revival. This means deal- 
ing with anything in our lives that hinders 
His working, dealing with it definitely 
in the presence of God by confession and 
full surrender. Revival will come when 
we want not so much a revival, as we 
without any reserve want the Lord Jesus 
to be magnified in our bodies every mo- 
ment we live and with every breath we 
take.

Teaching by Objects

VIl. The Worthlessness of Self-Will 


Object: Sevéral toy balloons and a pin. 


Theme: Self-righteousness and self- 
will are sin in God’s sight, and will some 
day explode into nothingness just like 
a toy balloon explodes when it is pricked 
with a pin. 


IN is not a popular subject. But God 

warned that “the wages of sin is 
death” (Rom. 6:23). At the same time, 
He promised that the gift of God is eter- 
nal life through Jesus Christ. The start 
of sin is self-will. The end of the re- 
sult of sin comes when we are “born 
again,” and Christ becomes our Saviour. 
This truth can be just as clear and 
blessed to children as it is to adults. 
However, it must be taught to them in 
a different way. ‘They must see it in 
the light of their own limited under- 
standing. Teaching it the object lesson 
way makes it easy to explain the deep 
truth in simple language. 

What child has not wanted a balloon? 
Few, indeed, are the ones who haven't 
had a balloon of their own. They have 
seen what happens to the balloon when 
it bursts. The teacher can use this ex- 
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perience to teach a vivid lesson. Blow 
up a few balloons, or better yet, have 
some of the children take turns blow- 
ing them up. The lesson may be made 
more impressive by using five balloons, 
each one répresenting one of the “I 
will’s” of Satan in Isaiah 14:13, 14. Five 
children can hold the inflated balloons 
and be told that each one of the balloons 
represents one of the self-will’s. 

Name each balloon something like the 
following: 

“I will have great ambition.” 
“I will be greatest of all.” 
“I will be judge.” 

“I will do great deeds.” 

“TI will be dictator.” 

Then as one of the children who is a 
good reader reads Isaiah 14: 15-17, punc- 
ture each balloon with a pin. Show 
how all ambition or self-will must fail 
when it is contrary to the will of God. 
Explain that the way to keep ourselves 
from making our lives punctured bal- 
loons is to take Christ as our Saviour. 
Tell how Paul said, “For to me to live 
is Christ” (Phil. 1:21); and how Christ 
Himself said, “He that findeth his life 
shall lose it: and he that loseth his life 
for my sake shall find it” (Matt. 10:39).

VIll. Christ Had to Die 


Object: Garden seeds of various kinds. 


Theme: Christ had to die before He 
could be our Saviour. 


HE Lord Jesus Christ had to die to 

be our Saviour. Because He died 
we have direct access to the throne of 
God. We also have the assurance of 
life eternal. 


- This marvelous truth of God’s great 
gift to us can be clearly illustrated to 
children through the object-lesson me- 
dium of ordinary garden seeds. Start 
the lesson with a simple explanation 
and discussion on how seeds are 
planted, how they die, and how they 
grow again to bring forth fruit. Make 
this discussion as simple as possible. 
Give the children as much part in it 
as you can. As a result you will have 
their attention when you want to draw 
the analogy between the growing plants 
that follow the dying seeds, and the 
living Christians who believe on a risen 
Christ who died on the cross for their 
salvation. 

When ready to draw the analogy sim- 
ply state, “We have seen how seeds are 
planted in the ground, how they die, and 
how new plants grow from them. Now 
we want to see how, because Christ 
died, all who believe on Him have eter- 
nal life. Here are some Scripture pas- 
sages that will help us to understand 
that Christ had to die. They will also 
help us to remember that our Christian

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


Tor Epistles of Peter were written 
primarily—in accord with his 
special ministry to the circumcision 
(Gal. 2:8) —to Christian Jews of the 
dispersion, who dwelt in various prov- 
inces in western Asia, where most of 
the apostle’s labors had been. They 
have to do with the believer’s relation 
to the Kingdom of God rather than to 
the Church as the body of Christ, 
though, of course, those to whom he 
wrote were, as are all Christians, mem- 
bers of the Church and subjects of the 
Kingdom. Both are wilderness Epistles; 
they contemplate the children of God, 
not in their heavenly aspect, as in Ephe- 
sians (1:3; 2:6), but rather as strangers 
and pilgrims journeying on through the 
wilderness of this world from the cross 
to the glory. Peter tells us that he 
wrote the first letter to testify that “this 
is the true grace of God wherein ye 
stand” (1 Pet. 5:12). It is not so much the 
grace that saves (as in Rom. 5:1, 2) 
which gives us a perfect standing before 
the throne of God; it is rather the grace 
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ministered to us day by day, which en- 
ables us to stand against all the wiles 
of the enemy and despite all the trials 
of the way. Suffering has a large place 
in the Epistle. It is looked upon as the 
normal thing for the believer while 
pressing on to the inheritance laid up 
for him in Heaven. In this we are re- 
minded of Savonarola’s words, “A Chris- 
tian’s life consists in doing good and 
suffering evil.” He is to rejoice for 
the privilege of suffering for Him who 
has redeemed us with His own blood. 


The Historical Setting 


The best authorities suggest that the 
first Epistle was written somewhere 
about A. D. 66 or 67, and the second 
somewhat later. It is evident from 2 
Peter 3:15, 16 that all of Paul’s Epistles 
were in circulation already and recog- 
nized as Scripture before Peter wrote 
this second letter, and we may conclude 
that the first one was not penned very 
much earlier. 


Verse by Verse 


1 Pet. 4:12—*“The fiery trial which is 
to try you.” Primarily, the reference 
was to the great suffering that the Jews 
— whether Christian or not—were 
about to undergo in connection with the 


fulfillment of our Lord’s prophecy con 
cerning Jerusalem’s destruction, shortly 
to take place (Luke 21:20-24).

The Heart of the Lesson 


The mystery of suffering has perplexed 
many all down through the ages. It is 
part of man’s sad inheritance because 
of sin having ‘come into the world, and 
in this life the child of God is not ex- 
empt from pain, sorrow, and anguish. 
But the suffering of believers is all or- 
dained of God to work out for blessing. 
Through this ministry of suffering we 
are enabled to understand better what 
our Lord went through for us, when in 
this scene. He was “a mdn of sorrows, 
and ‘acquainted with grief.” God uses 
suffering to keep us from sin (1 Pet. 
4:1; 2 Cor. 12:7) and. as a means of 
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chastening and discipline (Heb. 12:6-11) 
whereby we are made more like our 
blessed Lord. As we suffer because of 
faithfulness to His name and devotion 
to His cause, we enjoy a very real sense 
of fellowskip with Him, who is sstill 
hated by the world that rejects His tes- 
timony. The reward is sure and will 
make us forget all our light affliction 
in the enjoyment of the eternal weight 
of glory (2 Cor. 4:17). 


Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Christians Are Not Exempt from Suf- 
fering. When one trusts in Christ, it 
does not mean that he is at once freed 
from all the consequences of sin. So 
far as divine judgment is concerned, he 
is forever delivered from that (John 3: 
18, R. V.). But he is still in the body 
from which the Adamic curse has not 
yet been lifted. Consequently he suffers 
with the groaning creation, of which 
that body is still a part. Then, in ad- 
dition to this, he now finds that the 
world to which he once belonged, has 
now become a scene of hostility because 
of the place he has taken in association 
with a rejected Christ. All this involves 
suffering, but with every trial and afflic- 
tion there will come needed grace to 
endure, as seeing Him who is invisible 
(Heb. 11:27). 


There is a difference between suffer- 
ing with Christ (Rom. 8:17) and suffer- 
ing for Him (Acts 5:41). All Christians 
suffer with Him because of the very fact 
that they are partakers of the divine 
nature, and therefore are quick to feel 
the adverse conditions through which 
they are called to pass. But to suffer 
for Him is to bear shame and reproach 
—even unto persecution and death — 
for Christ’s name’s sake (Acts 9:16). 


Applications and Summaries 


Are we as ready to suffer for the sake 
of our blessed Lord as we are to profit 
by His sufferings on our behalf? 


Even the philosophic worldling ‘can 
endure suffering without complaining, 
but it is only the regenerated one who 
can glory in tribulation. 


Just as gold is purified by the fire that 
consumes the dross, so God uses trial 
and suffering to separate the believer 
from those things that hinder fellow- 
ship with God and growth in the spir- 
itual life. 


There is a “need be” (1 Pet. 1:6) for 
every sorrow that the Christian is called 
upon to endure. Are we willing to trust 
the wisdom of God and to allow Him to 
plan our lives as He sees fit? 


“Precious” is one of Peter’s special 
words. He writes of the precious trial 
of faith (1 Pet. 1:7), the precious Living 
Stone (2:4, 7), precious faith (2 Pet. 1: 
1), and precious promises (1:4). Do we 
appreciate all of these precious things 
enough to suffer for them if called upon 
to do so?

In the Waters—If the _ righteous 
scarcely be saved, where shall the un- 
godly and the sinner appear? (1 Pet. 
4:18.) If the passengers on the sinking 
ship, who have obeyed the captain’s 
orders and have put on the life pre- 
servers provided for such an emer- 
gency, have trouble to keep afloat for 
a rescue, where shall those who refuse 
the life preservers, but depend upon 
their aquatic ability, come off? Even 
a good swimmer cannot “walk up stairs” 
(tread water) hour after hour without 
rest. 

If this may seem a rather long-winded 
and clumsy attempt to explain the text, 
let it be remembered that, after all, the 
best of Christians are afloat on the sea of 
life. Our life preserver is the right- 
eousness of Christ, which we have put 
on at the order of the Captain (Phil. 
1:11; Col. 3:10). 

We are kept “afloat” until the Angel 
of the Lord Department sends the help 
to carry us Home. Peter is asking if 
those who have accepted the way of sal- 
vation have trouble in keeping up, what 
is going to happen to those who reject 
God’s only way. There is no other way 
(John 14:6). 

There used to be a tract, much in 
circulation, entitled, “Noah’s Carpen- 
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ters.” I have not seen it for years. The 
carpenters took Noah’s wages but 
laughed at the old man’s “crazy notion.” 
I think there was a picture showing the 
ark and Noah’s family safely afloat amid 
the torrential downpour, while the car- 
penters who built the ark were strug- 
gling in the rising flood. Maybe I am 
getting the tract mixed with one of 
Doré’s pictures! At any rate, here is 
how the situation looked to Peter. And 
Mr. and Mrs. Reader, unless you have 
put on Christ’s righteousness, this is how 
some day the picture is going to look 
to you! 


Handling Worries.—Casting all your 
care upon him; for he careth for you 
(1 Pet. 5:7). Jesus said, “Sufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof” (Matt. 6: 
34). 

Paul said, 
(Phil. 4:6). 

Peter said, “Casting all your care upon 
him.” 

Then I said, “Let’s see what good Mat- 
thew Henry has to say about it.” 

“The apostle had foretold of 
greater hardships yet a coming [which] 
might excite in them abundance pf care 
and fear, [so] he gives them the 
best advice, and supports it with a strong 
argument. His advice is to cast all their 
care, or all care of themselves, upon 
God. ‘Throw your cares, which are so 
cutting and distracting, which wound 


“Be careful for nothing” 
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your souls and pierce your hearts, upon 
the wise and gracious providence of 
God.’” 

“All your care, intimating that the 
cares of Christians are various and of 
more sorts than one: personal cares, 
family cares, cares for the present, cares 
for the future, cares for themselves, for 
others, and for the church.” 

I have quoted old Matthew (who 
wasn’t old at all) just exactly as it is 
printed in my 1828 edition of the “Ex- 
positor,” italics, semicolon, and all. 

Matthew’s style is a little verbose and 
redundant, yet there is a certain charm 
about it, and we can understand how 
100 years ago our forefathers rather 
liked to listen to it. Dr. Henry’s whole 
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passage on this portion of Scripture is 
fine, and if you have access to his books, 
read it. 

You know the old whimwham, “I am 
an old man and have had many troubles, 
but the most of them never happened.” 
Instead of doing useless worrying your- 
self turn the matter over to the One who 
knows there is really nothing to worry 
about. 

Jesus expresses the same idea in “My 
yoke is easy,” and so on. A real be- 
lieving Christian cannot by any possi- 
bility be a chronic worrier. Some years 
ago there was a popular newspaper 
columnist named Jay House, who 
claimed he never did anything himself 
he could have someone else do. When 
he had tire trouble he just pulled to the 
side of the road and in due course some- 
one would come along who would fix or 
change it for a gratuity. Get the idea? 


The Real Thing—Whom resist sted- 
fast in the faith (v. 9). To understand 
this text you must read verse 8 and find 
out whom you must “resist,” steadfast 
in the faith. No less a person than your 
leonine enemy Mr. Devil. 

There are those who contend there is 
no such person to resist and fight. How- 
ever, Scripture says there is. And since 
it is the same Scripture that says so 
truly you reap that which you sow, and 
“the wages of sin is death,” so there is 
a real Devil, whether you believe it or 
not. 

If there is no real Devil, who is doing 
the Devil’s work? In the Shakespear- 
ian-Baconian controversy, Mark Twain 
solved the problem by stating that 
“Shakespeare’s plays were not written 
by Shakespeare but by another man of 
the same name!” (Luke 22:31; Eph. 6: 
11, 12.) 

I used to have an old Quaker friend, 
Edward Townsend. He was a leading 
criminologist of his day. For many 
years he was Warden of the Eastern 
Penitentiary in Philadelphia. On his 
retirement, on account of age and long 
service, he came to Coatesville to spend 
his sunset days with his granddaughter, 
who was the wife of one of our steel 
manufacturers. 

He attended the church with which I 
am connected, which at that time was 
only a few doors away from his home. 
I was very fond of the old gentleman, 
both for his graciousness and _ intelli- 
gence. 

After service one Sunday, when our 
minister had preached a sermon on “De- 
monology,” in which we were shown 
by many infallible proofs that Satan is 
a very real personality, Mr. Townsend 
came to me and said, “William, I would 
like to meet thy minister.” 

“Mr. MacKubbin will be highly hon- 
ored and delighted,” I replied. 

In the talk they had together I heard 
Mr. Townsend say, “Mr. MacKubbin, you 
are exactly right in your contention that 
the Devil is a very real personage and 
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takes full possession of both men ay 
women. I have had too long an experi.

know what I am talking about.”

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Keep your chin up. 

Discussion: What are some of the real 
troubles that come upon a fellow — physi- 
cally, mentally, socially—at home, at 
school, at work, or in sport? 


Objective: 2 Timothy 2:3. 








AY, fellows, here is one of those glo- 

rious paradoxes of the Christian 
faith, namely, joy in suffering. The 
world cannot understand it. So many 
people look upon suffering and trials as 
avenging judgments of God. It has been 
that way from ancient times. Job’ 
three friends, who came ostensibly to 
comfort him in his great affliction, did 
not hesitate to tell him that in it he 
was being punished for being a sinner 
and a hypocrite. When Jesus gave sight 
to the man who was born blind the dis- 
ciples asked him, “Master, who did sin, 
this man, or his parents, that he was born 
blind?” (John 9:2.) (I never could un- 
derstand why they should ask if the 
man born blind was thereby being pun- 
ished for sin!) Jesus answered, in ef- 
fect, it is neither for the sin of this 
man, nor of his parents; but that the 
works of God should be made manifest 
in him. And in the answer of Jesus 
is the simplest statement of the whole 
truth about suffering and trials. They 
are for the glory of God, if we can only 
see it and proceed in that light. When 
Paul was bitten by the serpent on the 
Island of Melita, the natives said, “No 
doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the sea, yet 
vengeance suffereth not to live” (Acts 
28:4). 

Sometimes it seems that God's saints 
on earth have more pain and affliction 
of every kind to bear than unbelievers 
do. Just this week an earnest Christian 
friend has been asking why it is that @ 
certain godly woman, noted for many 
lovely Christian ministries, has in the 
recent years of her old age had a suc 
cession of tragic afflictions and sorrows. 
“Why does a kind and loving Heavenly 
Father permit His devoted servant to 
suffer those terrible things?” That i 
what she wants to know. And many 
others there are wanting to know. 





Well, there is no need to be in any 


perplexity about this thing if we believe 
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that the Bible is the Word of God. Here 
is Peter telling us in this lesson: “Be- 
joved, think it not strange concerning 
the fiery trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing happened 
ynto you: but rejoice, inasmuch as ye 
are partakers of Christ’s sufferings; that, 
when his glory shall be revealed, ye 
may be glad also with exceeding joy” 

(4:12, 13). Of course, there is a kind 
of suffering you cannot expect to get 
any joy in, and that is the suffering 
which comes as a penalty for sin. Peter 
is careful to say to us, “But let none of 
you suffer as a murderer, or as a thief, 
or as an evildoer, or as a busybody in 
other men’s matters” (4:15). The “joy- 
suffering” is the result of those afflic- 
tions that come upon us through the acts 
of others or the ordinary course of 
nature. James says, “My brethren, 
count it all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations [testings]; knowing this, 
that the trying of your faith worketh 
patience” (Jas, 1:2). And perhaps Paul 
has given us the most inspiring example 
of all the Bible writers when he tells 
us of the “thorn in the flesh” which was 
given to him to buffet him, and after he 
had prayed to the Lord three times to 
remove that thorn, the Lord said to him, 
‘My grace is sufficient for thee: for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness.” 
Then comes from Paul that ringing note 
of superb faith: ‘Most gladly therefore 
will I rather glory in my infirmities, 
that the power of Christ may rest upon 
me.” (See 2 Cor. 12:7-10.) 

Those are heroic words, fellows, and 
you might as well incorporate them in 
your running schedule right now; for 
sooner or later (if not already), you 
are bound to run into some kind of 
trouble, and the Devil will wreck you 
with self-pity, unless you accept in faith 
the fact that inasmuch as God permit- 
ted it He also has planned a way out 
for you, and it is the way of joy! 

Job had one wise counselor whose 
lame was Elihu. He “hit the bull’s 
tye” when he said: “Lo, all these things 
worketh God oftentimes with man, to 
bring back his soul from the pit, to be 
enlightened with the light of the living” 
(Job 33:29, 30).

Just there is the 
place to stop and think, and pray, and 
praise, for it is not strange that we have 
to go through anything like that as a 
Christian. “Count it all joy when ye 
fall into divers temptations; knowing 
this, that the trying of your faith work- 
eth patience.” We are likely to count 
it all joy when we have a smooth, easy 
time of it, but if we could talk with 
Peter, he would tell us with deep joy 
in his voice that his Lord was more than 
equal to his needs. Is there a testing 
time just ahead for you that you dread, 
a time when you will have to take your 
stand as a Christian against some of 
your most intimate acquaintances? Well, 
don’t think it anything strange or queer 
that you have to, but be glad that God 
lets you have that experience of His 
grace as you pass triumphantly through 
that testing time. Let us pray.

HE grandstands were crowded with 
spectators thrilled at the prospect of 
an exciting time. It was not a horse 
race, or a boxing bout. On the floor 
of the arena below was huddled a group 
of people, old men, middle-aged fathers 
and mothers, strong young men, and 
lovely girls. From this group rose the 
words of a Psalm, and then prayers for 
courage that they might glorify God 
even in their death. Soon the roar of 
lions was heard, and the mighty beasts 
came rushing forth from their cages, 
their appetites keen from lack of food. 
In a few minutes the sand of the arena 
was covered with blood and broken 
bodies, while the spectators cheered in 
enthusiasm. What crimes had these 
folks committed that they should be so 
punished? Or why had they been 
chosen as victims to ‘@ntertain the 
crowds? They were Christians. Their 
only crime was refusing to worship the 
emperor and the Roman gods. 
It took courage to be a Christian in 
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those days. About the time that such 
things as these were happening, Peter 
wrote to the Christians. (Here read to 
the class from the Bible 1 Peter 4: 12-16, 
19; 5:10, 11.) Peter knew that trouble 
was in store for himself, too (2 Pet. 1: 
14). “Put off this my tabernacle” re- 
ferred to his spirit leaving the body 
in which it had lived during his life- 
time, “even as our Lord Jesus Christ 
hath shewed me” (See John 21:18, 19.) 
The story has come down to us that 
Peter was condemned to be crucified. 
He did not feel worthy to be crucified 
as his Lord had been, and requested 
to be crucified upside down. 

Does it take courage to be a Christian 
now? In Russia, religion is not allowed. 
Many Christians have been exiled to 
cold, barren Siberia to be worked or 
starved to death. In Germany outstand- 
ing Christians like Pastor Niemoeller 
are suffering in cdncentration camps. In 
Japan Christians have been imprisoned 
and mistreated because they refuse to 
bow at Shinto Shrines. In America 
many a teacher openly makes fun of a 
student who “still believes the myths 
in the Bible.” Boys and girls mock 
those who become Christians and nick- 
name them “Little Miss Pious” or “Dea- 
con Jones.” (Allow the children to men- 
tion instances within their knowledge or 
experience.) Paul told Timothy, “Yea, 
and all that will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution” (2 Tim. 
3: 13). 

Can you remember some of the Beati- 
tudes that tell about persecution? 
(Matt. 5:10-12.) Here is something for 
these days which the Lord Himself said 
about it (Matt. 24:9, 12, 13). There are 
other rewards promised, too (2 Cor. 4: 
17; Jas. 1:12; 2 Tim. 2:11, 12). The les- 
son for September 7 will add to these. 

Let the children find from their Bibles 
to what group of Epistles Peter’s letters 
belong. Review the outline you used for 
James. You may wish to teach the 
names of the rest of the General Epis- 
tles and the one book of Prophecy. If 
you made the strips suggested in the 
lesson for July 27, you may use them to 
build a “Contents of the New Testa- 
ment.” Distribute the slips among the 
children. Time them while they lay the 
slips one after another in consecutive 
order on the floor, pronouncing the 
names as they place the slips. Encour- 
age them to strive to think more quickly 
and to improve the time record. 

Assign for home reading: Luke 12:4- 
8; Romans 8:35-39; 1 Peter 1:15, 16; 2: 
"20-23; 3:13-17; 5:5; 2 Peter 3:18.

E HAVE given the children Scrip- 
ture telling them all have sinned 
(Isa. 53:6; Rom. 3:23). We have told 
them the result of sin is death (Rom. 
6:23), and given God’s promise to blot 
out sin (Isa. 1:18). Let’s go on from 
there, and today use John 3:16 and John 
6:37. It is very possible that all the 
children cannot memorize two verses a 
week, but some can, and they already 
should know some of these verses. A 
good plan would be to make a poster 
for each Sunday with the two verses for 
the day. Put one up each Sunday, and 
leave them up. There will be just ten 
verses, and I would keep the posters be- 
fore the children, and keep reviewing 
them until they know them. 
Peter writes our lesson for today, and 
it is especially to suffering Christians. 
In our country, there is very little suf- 
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fering for Christ’s sake by the Church. 
Individual Christians have persecution 
and hardship. But in China Christians 
are dying for Christ’s sake. In Korea, 
or Chosen, as it is now called, even 
Christian boys and girls in the schools 
are being tortured and imprisoned be- 
cause they will not worship the em- 
peror. In Russia, millions of believers 
in Christ have been killed or tortured 
or imprisoned for Christ’s sake. Chris- 
tians have been officially and systemat- 
ically “liquidated” by starvation in Rus- 
sia. To get food they must have a 
card; to get the card they must become 
Communist; to be a Communist they 
must deny Christ! So they starve. 
Throughout Germany and other coun- 


tries in Europe that are German-con-.- 


trolled, preaching of the Gospel is 
restricted, and those who insist on preach- 
ing are sent to concentration camps, as 
the great Lutheran pastor Niemoeller 
has been, and nobody knows to what 
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abuse they have been subjected. 

We may have to face the same thing 
here in our beloved country, if the Lon 
tarries. So Peter’s letter comes to y 
today with fresh interest. He reming 
suffering Christians that: 

1. Our real home and treasure ig jy 
Heaven where neither Satan nor any of 
his legions can touch them (1 Pet, 1: 
3, 4). 

2. We are kept by God’s power. Noth. 
ing can touch us except as God allows 
it (v. 5). 

3. If we are tried, it is for God’s glory 
(vs. 7, 8). 

4. The fiery trial is not a strange thing 
but a partaking of Christ’s suffering, for 
which we should rejoice (4:12, 13). 

5. We should be happy when people 
make fun of us for being Christians 
(v. 14). 


6. God cares for every one of us (5:7). 
7. God’s Word is sure. He will keep 


all His promises, even when the earth 
and Heaven disappear (2 Pet. 3:12, 13). 


All these points can be explained to 
children, but there are too many for one 
lesson. Concentrate on God’s care and 
the sureness of His promises.

TRAGEDIES IN MINIATURE 


S WE interpret this lesson the trag- 

edy and suffering uppermost in your 
mind may be your own, that of a neigh- 
bor or friend, local community suffering, 
or the increasing burdens of our nation 
and the world. Or you may think of 
the universal basis of all tragedy,— 
the time when man and woman first 
doubted God and lost fellowship with 
Him. One of the first things the Lord 
did was to “make coats of skins,” and 
clothe these people, thus showing His 
loving desire to take away their sense 
of shame and thus make them comfort- 
able (Gen. 3:21), and presenting at the 
same time a picture of.the righteousness

if Christ, with which sinners are clothed 
when they believe on Him. 

Our Memory Verse, and many others, 
mphasize this constant desire, and as 
‘oon as the Holy Spirit enters our lives, 
e brings the fruit of “longsuffering” 
which enables us to endure with grace 
e hardships that inevitably come to all 
(Gal. 5:22, 23). 

‘Longsuffering” is not long-faced. It 
; meeting life’s emergencies with God 
(2 Cor. 12:9). It includes power, love, 
pnd a sound mind. To the suffering in- 
fividual a trial or tragedy is never in- 
significant, but for every hurt the Lord 
nag a compensation. Let us look, this 
morning, at various types of personal 
ragedy in miniature. Give illustrations 
with which you are familiar, or study 
the following, finding verses in the les- 
son text to fit each case. 


1. Material: After a heavy wind had 
wrecked a neighbor’s chicken house, 
about five hundred baby chicks had to 
be sheltered on the back screen poreh 
until a new coop could be built. “Every 
time I open the kitchen door,” the neigh- 
bor told us, “some of the liveliest chicks 
dart through, and I have often had to 
chase all over the house for them. It is 
nerve-racking, and I need the Lord more 
than ever to help me keep sweet-tem- 
pered” (1 Pet. 4:12). 


2. Economic: “Pray for our family,” 
asked a mother last fall. “My husband 
and boys have no work, and we may 
have to spend the winter in ld tent.” 
This mother was not only afraid of the 
physical effects upon her family, but she 
was afraid of developing a “martyr com- 
plex” as well. We are glad to say the 
Lord did respond (5:7). 


3. Physical: About a week ago we met 
a frantic young father who was on his 
way to the doctor. “I am afraid I have 
tad a stroke,” he sobbed brokenly. For- 
tunately his case was only a serious at- 
tack of the flu, but many times the phys- 
ical inabilities that come upon us are 
Permanent and crushing. How do your 
Christian friends face the agonizing 
thoughts of a helpless future? (5:8-10.) 


4 Domestic: A charming Christian 
fil made a tragic mistake in marriage, 
aid as a result her child, too, is suffer- 
ing; yet through all her sorrow this 
young woman is making herself useful 
ad friendly to neighbors and commu- 
uty, and is bravely working and pray- 
ing for her home. In almost every town 
ere are homes where the burdens are 
‘most unbearable. How do other wives 
take God into these ordeals? (4:19; 5:6, 
') How may girls avoid such mistakes? 
(4:14-16.) 

3. Social: A minister’s daughter whose 
husband passed aw ay several years ago 
Was telling us of the loneliness of her 
r “My work keeps me shut in, and 
I did go out, where would I go? I 
not feel as though I fit into family 
foups, and rarely do families visit in 
tyhome. Even the church offers very 
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few friendly associations for a widow. 
I do thank God that He is near, and my 
childhood faith remains!” (5:10, 11.)

OR many years past the National 

Bible Institute has maintained an ag- 
gressive evangelistic effort on the streets 
of New York City, with open-air Gospel 
meetings at strategic locations. The 
summer of 1941 is no exception. As evi- 
dence of this, it may be interesting to 
note that during the month of. Jyne 265 
separate meetings of this character were 
conducted. These meetings reached an 
aggregate attendance of more than 12,000, 
and produced professions to the extent 
of 322. 

The work is carried on largely by In- 
stitute students and graduates. Most of 
them devote their full time during the 
period of their service to ‘this one effort. 
Ordinarily they go out in groups of 
three, each such team holding one noon 
meeting and two evening meetings each 
day. In view of the heat of the city 
streets during the summer, and the 
strenuous character of the work in gen- 
eral, the workers usually restrict their 
efforts to five days each week. 

A very interesting feature of the work 
this year is the effort along the lines of 
Child Evangelism. Three or four young 
women have been conducting meetings 
on the sidewalks, in which they gather 
the children about them and graphically 
present the message of the Gospel, 


chiefly through the medium of Bible 
stories. Generally speaking, this effort 
has been well received by the boys and 
girls, and many professions of salvation 
have been made as a result, encourag- 
ing the workers to continue along these 
lines. Their equipment usually consists 
of an American flag, an easel, a board 
which can be used either for chalk or 
flannel, a permit, and picture lesson 
cards and leaflets. 

It is planned to continue this activ- 
ity in the Gospel until about the middle 
of September, when the summer vaca- 
tion period will be about over.

T IS good to know that, as the uation’s 

preparedness program gets under 
way, there is a rising sentiment against 
the liquor traffic. Charles R. Jones, Ex- 
ecutive Vice-President of the American 
Businessmen’s Research Foundation, 
says:
